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Continuation of 11. does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant has argued the 103 rejection over 
the admitted prior art (AAPA) with respect to the use of a non-central value for APC control. The Examiner does not agree. APC control is 
well known in the art to control laser operation to a desired target value for the power (see US 2007/021 1 778, [0004]). The AAPA shows 
that multiple power values other than P_Cent fall on the lambda_constant line shown in fig.3A making them valid choices for use in the 
locking system. Therefor the argument boils down to why would a person of ordinary skill in the art choose to use a higher or lower power 
setting during laser operation. Having the ability to choose more than one power operating point is well known in the art to be useful for 
many applications such as: processing materials at different settings, affecting the distance a given signal is able to travel before being 
recovered, clarity of system output such as in eye diagrams, and the senitivity of receiving systems to optical damage. The rejection is 
therefor belived to be both valid and obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

The Applicant has further argued the outstanding rejection does not properly demonstrate how the AAPA is found to teach the various units 
described in the claims. The Examiner notes each element of the claims as well as the claimed functunality has been addressed in the 
claim rejections. The Applicant has not demonstrated or explained the supposed error in the Examiner's rejection and the argument is 
found to be larely moot. 
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
